This heing the First day of the Fourth Session of the 
Second Legislative Assembly of the North-West 'ferritories, 
for the Despatch of Business, pursuant to a Proclamation 
of His Honor the Honorable JosEPH RoyaL, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the said Territories, dated the llth day of 
August, 1893, and the House having met, His Honor enter- 
ed the House and having taken his seat upon the Throne 
was pleased to open the Session with the following gracious 
Speech :— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


The public requirements of the Territories render it 
desirable that the Legislature should meet at an early date 
in the new financial year and as soon as may be possible 
after the transfer of the moneys voted by Parlament for 
the use of the Territorial Administration has been ordered 
by the Honorable the Privy Council. 


These reasons have induced me to call you together at 
this time, and I have much pleasure in again welcoming 
you to the seat of Government of the Territories. 


I am happy to be able to state in general that a con- 
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tinued experience of the working of the Liquor License 
Ordinance shows that any apprehensions which may have 
been entertained as to the measure being followed by an 
increase of crime in the Country have proved to be un- 


founded. 


It will be necessary, however, in order to render more 
effective the prohibitory clauses of the Dominion Act, which 
have remained in force in the unorganized portions of the 
Territories, to adopt some means for facilitatmg and im- 
proving the inspection of goods that have been shipped to 
the North. 


I beg to call your earnest attention to this important 
matter. 


The dairy industry, which in the Eastern Provinces 
has now assumed such large proportions and become one of 
the principal exports of Canada, is making marked progress 
in various parts of the Territories, and I feel sure that you 
will, as in the past, spare no effort to promote its prosperity. 


The provisions of the Statute in regard to the expend- 
iture of Territorial funds and such portion of the moneys 
appropriated by Parliament for the Territories, as the 
Lieutenant-Governor is authorized to expend by and with 
the advice of the Legislative Assembly, or of any Commit- 
tee thereof, have been carefully carried out, and I have no 
doubt that you will again apply yourselves to the import- | 
ant task of observing a strict and judicious economy in con- 
nection therewith. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


May your deliberations during this Session be conducted 
with that spirit of equity, harmony and patriotism so es- 
sential for the promotion of the moral and material pros- 
perity of our young and progressing Country. 


His Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, was then pleased 
to retire.

And whereas from the great value of this animal and the 
facility with which it could be hunted and killed it has be- 
come practically extinct except in the region lying be- 
tween the lower Peace River and Great Slave Lake west 
of Great Slave River ; 


And whereas owing to the great and continually increas- 
ing value of the skin and head of the buffalo, besides the 
value of its flesh as food, the remnant is now being rapidly 
destroyed by the Indians of that region ; 


And whereas the authority of this Assembly does not ex- 
tend to the region occupied by the buffalo, and it 1s there- 
fore unable to use any means to prevent their destruction ; 


And whereas the region inhabited by buffalo is located 
and is of such value that there is no possibility of enforcing 
any merely protective law that might be enacted by the 
Dominion Parliament to prevent their extinction ; 


And whereas it is altogether desirable that these animals 
should be preserved from extinction both on account of 
their present value and the possibility of their number _be- 
ing so increased as that they may become an important 
source of wealth ; 
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Therefore this Assembly recommends to the Government 
of Canada the advisability of securing animals from the ex- 
isting bands and establishing a breeding ranch at some 
point adjacent to the region now inhabited by the buffalo, 
such as Fort Smith on Great Slave River or Fort Vermil- 
lion on Peace River, where agricultural settlements now 
exist.

The Legislative Assembly submits to the consideration of 
His Excellency the Governor-General-in-Council the expe- 
diency in the interests of the Territories of His Excellency’s 
Government submitting to the Parliament of Canada at its 
next Session a Homestead Exemption Act, which may place 
the farmers of the Territories upon the same footing in re- 
gard to exemption from seizure and sale under execution 
as those of Manitoba; 
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The differences'as regards exemption from seizure and 
sale under execution, which distinguish the situation of the 
Manitoba settler from the Territories settler, are briefly as 
follows :— 


1. In Manitoba, land (including the buildings 
thereon) to the extent of 160 acres which the settler 
resides on, or cultivates wholly or in part, or uses for 
grazing or other purposes, is free from seizure and 
sale under execution ; the same exemption extends 
to the homesteads of others than farmers to the ex- 
tent of a half acre not exceeding $1,500 in value. 


In the Territories, on the other hand, the home- 
stead of the farmer, (as well as the lot of others not 
farmers), is not exempt from seizure and sale under 
execution unless the settler has, previous to the con- 
tracting of any debt, registered his homestead (or 

lot) under the provisions of the Homestead Exemp- 
tions Estate Act, (as amended by the amending Act 
of last Session). 


2. Under this Act (Homestead Exemptions Estate 
Act) no homesteader can register until he becomes 
the owner of an estate in fee simple, that is, the Act 
is unavailable until patent has been issued, while an 
execution creditor may at any time, after homestead 
entry and before patent is issued, bind the homestead 
under execution, and seize and sell the moment 
patent issues. 


This entirely defeats the apparent object of the 
Act. 


3. Again, the alienation of the land registered 
under the Act mentioned can only take place with 
the consent of the wife, if living; if not living, and. 
there are minors, with the approval of a Judge of 
the Supreme Court. 
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4. In consequence of these objections, and because 
the Act itself is cumbersome, only one registration 
under the Homestead Exemptions Estate Act has 
taken place in the Territories to date, although the 
Act has been in force for a period of sixteen years. 


The Assembly therefore submits that the present Home- 
stead Exemptions Estate Act is ineffectual and should be 
repealed, and that an Act should be submitted to Parlia- 
ment similar in effect to the Manitoba Act dealing with the 
same subject.

8. The Executive Committee may, at their discretion, 
forbid books of special value to be lent out of the Library. 


9. The Executive Committee may at any time limit the 
time during which a book may be lent out of the Library, 
irrespective of the above rules. 


10. All magazines and newspapers subscribed for, for the 
- use of the Library, shall be considered a book under these 
rules, and shall not be issued to anyone uutil received into 
the Library and stamped by. the Librarian; and in every 
case receipts shall be given for them before being issued 
from the Library, and the limit of time for retaining the 
same shall be three days.

Whereas in the Session of 1892 Sir John Thompson, the 
Minister of Justice then and now, and now Premier of the 
Dominion of Canada, moved a Resolution that the House 
resolve itself into Committee in order to consider the rais- 
ing of the salaries of the Judges of the Supreme Courts in 
Ontario, in Quebee,'in Nova Scotia, in New Brunswick, in 
Prince Edward Island, in Manitoba, in British Columbia 
and in the North-West Territories, by the amount of 
$1,000, which was agreed to vem. con. ; 


And whereas no legislation followed, but it was under- 
stood that in 1893 the Minister would bring the subject up 


again ; 
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And whereas by Chapter 12 of the Statutes of Ontario, 
1893, it is enacted “that there shall in the present year and 
thereafter be paid to each and every Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature the full sum of $1,000 until the addition 
of that sum is made to their present salaries by the Parlia- 
ment of Canada” ; 


And whereas the cost of living in the North-West Terri- 
tories is at least 20 per cent. higher than in the older 
Provinces ; 


RESOLVED ; 


That this Assembly memorialize the Dominion Govern- 
ment to pass such legislation next Session as will raise the 
salary of each and every Judge of the Supreme Court of 
the North-West Territories by $1,000; 


And whereas in all the Provinces of the Dominion each 
Supreme Court is presided over by a Chief Justice ; 


And whereas the Judicial system of the North-West 
Territories is as thoroughly organized as the Judicial sys- 
tem of any of the Provinces of the Dominion ; 


RESOLVED ; 


That this Assembly further memorialize the Dominion 
Government to insert a clause in the Act dealing with 
salaries of Judges providing that the Supreme Court of the 
North-West Territories shall be presided over by a Chief 
Justice. 


Resolved, That an Humble Address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor praying that he will cause 
a copy of the above Resolution to be forwarded to the 
Honorable the Minister of Justice. 


On motion of Mr. HAULTAIN, seconded by Mr. TWEED, 
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Ordered, That when this House adjourns, it do stand ad- 
journed until 9.30 o’clock to-morrow morning. 


The House then adjourned.

The Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, 
in Session assembled, approach Your Honor at the close of 
our labours with sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and 
humbly beg to present for Your Honor’s acceptance a Bill 
intituled “An Ordinance for granting to the Lieutenant- 
Governor certain sums of money to defray the expenses of 
the public service of the Territories for the fourteen 
months ending the 31st August, 1894, and for other pur- 
poses relating thereto,” thus placing at the disposal of the 
Lieutenant-Governor the means by which the Government 
can be made efficient for the service and welfare of the 
Territories. ) 


The assent to this Bill was announced by the Clerk of 
the Legislative Assembly in the following words : 


“His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor doth thank the 
“Legislative Assembly, accepts their benevolence, and 
“assents to this Bill.” 


. His Honor was then pleased to deliver the following 
Speech : 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


During the Session now about to close you have dis- 
cussed a large number of Ordinances, and have, among 
other measures, adopted provisions for the better protec- 
tion of property, the increased welfare of the Agricultural 
Community and the improved administration. of Justice. 
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I congratulate you upon the earnestness and care with 
which you have applied yourselves to these various sub- 
jects, and I thank you for the time and labor which at this 
busy season of the year you have bestowed in the interests 
of your Country. 


You will, I feel sure, derive the greatest satisfaction 
from the knowledge that you have discharged your legisla- 
tive duties to the best of your wisdom and ability, and ina 
manner becoming your high and responsible position. 


The manner, in which the Territorial Revenues and the 
moneys appropriated by Parliament for the use of the Ter- 
ritories have been apportioned, will, I believe, satisfy the 
exigencies of the public service. I have no doubt the 
expenditure will be made with a due regard to economy 
and efficiency. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


As this is the last public occasion upon which I may 
expect to meet you, allow me to say that, in resigning the 
administration of the Government of the Territories into 
the hands of my successor, I shall do so with mingled feel- 
ings of regret and satisfaction. 


I shall regret to leave you because I have never failed, 
even under trying circumstances, to receive at your hands 
the loyal treatment due to the representative of Her 
Majesty, notwithstanding the fact that at times our duty 
appeared to he in opposite directions. 


It was mine to carry into effect what I considered to be 
the Law, as laid down by the Parliament of Canada, for 
regulating your share of responsibility in the administra- 
tion of public affairs, and, whilst you claimed to exercise a 
more complete control over the expenditure, that Law 
placed me-in a somewhat invidious position of appearing to 
oppose the popular requests. Notwithstanding this con- 
troversv, no unpleasantness ever arose between me and the 


Assembly. 
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XN When on the 4th July, 1888, I was sworn in as Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the North-West Territories, the functions 
of that Office were as totally different from those of the 
Lieutenant-Governors of the Provinces, as they will be 
from those to be performed by my successor. I was re- 
sponsible to the Privy Council of Canada alone for all 
executive acts done in the Territories. The Assembly had 
hardly a voice in the Government of the Country and the 
Lieutenant-Governor was practically a Political Commis- 
sioner under whose direct supervision anil authority the 
affairs of the Territories were conducted and administered. 


Now all this has been materially changed and hence my 
satisfaction. |, 


The Legislature to-day practically enjoys the rights and 
privileges of self-government. Let me congratulate you 
sincerely upon the wisdom and discretion you have dis- 
played in undertaking your new and important duties. 


My. satisfaction is further derived from the fact that 
these Territories are at the present time enjoying a mea- 
sure of peace and prosperity unsurpassed, if not unequalled, 
by any other portion of the Dominion of Canada. In this 
happy condition of affairs, for which we have to thank the 
Divine Providence, I now take leave of this Assembly. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

In returning to your respective homes let me assure you 
that you carry with you my most cordial wishes for your 
personal welfare and for the prosperity of Canada, our 
common and beloved Country. 

The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly then said :

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COPY OF EVIDENCE TAKEN BEFORE THE SELECT 
COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO ENQUIRE INTO 
AND REPORT . ON—-CERTAIN CHARGES 
AGAINST DANIEL CAMPBELL. 
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Evidence of Charles Constantine taken before the Select 
Committee appointed to enquire into and report on 
certain charges against Daniel Campbell. 


Charles Constantine being examined stated as follows :— 


I am a Justice of the Peace and an Inspector in the 
North-West Mounted Police. 


I knew Daniel Campbell. On the 24th April, 1893, an 
Information was laid before me by Edward Stillman, 


(Information produced as per copy attached marked “A”). 


and on the same date, the 24th April, 1893, I issued a 
Warrant to apprehend Campbell. 


(Warrant produced as per copy attached marked “ B.”) 


The charge was that one Daniel Campbell of Whitewood, 
on or about the tenth day of February, A.D. 1893, at 
Whitewood in the Judicial District of Eastern Assiniboia, 
in the North-West Territories of Canada, being a servant 
then employed in that capacity by the Whitewood Agricul- 
tural Society, did then and there, in virtue thereof, receive 
a certain sum of money, to wit: to the amount of three 
hundred dollars, for and on account of the said The 
Whitewood Agricultural Society, and the said money did 
feloniously embezzle. 


On the 26th April, 1893, information was laid before 
George F. Dunn, J.P., charging Daniel Campbell with hay- 
ing feloniously forged a certain Post Office Order for 
forty dollars, and onthe same date a warrant was issued. 


(Warrant produced as per copy attached marked “ B.”) 
Both Warrants were placed in my hands as Police 


Officer, for execution. | On instructions from the Depart- 
ment of Justice, through Mr. White, Q.C., Crown Prosecu- 
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tor, I left Moosomin on the 25th April, 1893, for Winnipeg, 
where I made enquiries from (among others) W. B. Searth, 
who told me that a few days before Campbell was suppos- 
ed to have left he (Searth) had received a letter from him 
stating that he was going home to England and from there 
to Caithness, Scotland, and asking him to recommend him 
as Dominion Immigration Agent. The police authori- 
ties at Blackpool, Lancashire, where Campbell’s wife 
was living, were communicated with and asked to look 
out for him. 


The police authorities at Thursall and Wick, Scotland, 
were also asked to look out for him. 


The police at both places reported he had not been there. 
On the 29th April [ left Winnipeg for St. Paul. Enquiries 
were made at’ Grand Forks where he had written from. 
On my arrival at St. Paul I made enquiries but could find 
no trace of Campbell. On May 2nd I arrived at Chicago 
and saw Pinkerton’s people. I had men detailed to search 
parts of the city. The city police were also put on the look- 
out, and for several days they hunted in parts of Chicago. 
On the 4th May I went to the office of Mr. Stoddart, who 
represents the Masonic Mutual Aid Association. I saw Mr. 
Ross, Assistant Manager, who told me that two letters had 
come for Campbell, addressed to their care, that they had 
remained uncalled for for some time and were returned to 
the Post Office. The last letter was about a week previous- 
ly. I went to the Post Office and examined the lsts of 
advertised letters, but could find no letters addressed to 
Camplhell among them. I saw the clerk at the general de- 
livery, A to E, but there were no letters for Campbell, nor 
could the clerk remember there having been any or appli- 
cation for any. On Saturday the 6th May I left for 
Pittsburg, as Campbell had stated in a letter that he was 
going there and had secured, or expected to secure a job 
there. The police authorities there sent men to look for 
him, and the town was well searched, but without result. 
I also saw the Postmaster at Pittsburg. He stated there 
were no letters for Campbell. On May the 9th I returned 
to Chicago, and went out to Jolliette and searched there 
for Campbell, because I had learned that aman called John 
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McClafferty lived there, and Campbell had a brother-in- 
law of that name. I found McClafferty but no trace of 
Campbell. On Thursday May the 11th, I ascertained that 
a package of money had been sent by Express from 
Jolliette to South Chicago, addressed to John McClafferty. 
I saw the manager of the Express Company, whv told me 
such was the case, but he did not know the party who 
sent 1t as he was a stranger. I showed him Campbell’s 
photograph aud he recognized it as that of the man who 
sent the package. Package of 450.00 had been returned. 
Search was made for Campbell for a week, but no further 
trace of him was found. ‘The police authorities in different 
parts of the United States have been communicated with, 
and all efforts made to ensure Campbell’s arrest. Camp- 
bell left Whitewood suddenly and has not ‘returned. 
Campbell’s wife and children (except one) are in England. 
The one child, a little boy, has been left behind in White- 
wood, and Campbell wrote asking to have this boy sent 
to Grand Forks.
